The! facie Objection may as reafonably be 
made againft-all Medicines whatever, and equally com 
demns the common Laws of Nature and Proyidénce, mat 
only in refpect of the Govecnmenc ot the World im 
general, but particlar Perfons, nay even che moft fa- 
cred things mult run the famefaté;: hopes of repen- 
tance may encourage ili men to the comfhiffion Of any 
Villany, but who. can, be faved without ic? weroupht 
Carefully to diftinguish betwixt chings; what they are 
effentially, and what accidentally ; all Medicines either 
tor the Body or Mind are effentially good, as they 
are the effect of Divine Goodnels; and. defign'd tor che 
good of Mankind; but if they be jabus'd, they are‘enly 
accidentally evil, this is owing to-our delves, aad not 
to be charg’d upon Providence, by any one that has 
either common Sehfe, Gratitude or Religion.
